TS Heſe repozts of the P2inceſſe Flermia 
: N created ſuch new paſſions in the heart 
oa of Feraro, aghe felt in himſelfe the pu⸗ 
illancs of a little God, Thus being 
2 | to2mented with griele fo2 his friends, 
and troubled with his new enfertai- 
| — ned amours toward Flermia, his 
minde was tranſpoꝛted into continuali cogitations, firff 
remembzing the nobleneſſe of her birth : ſecondly,the beau⸗ 
ty and vertnes which Corrillus aſcribed vnto her, and then 


that che was heire to the whols Kingvome, All theſe were 
C ſuch 
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ſuch ſputres to a fre hoꝛſe, as he purpoſed it it were poſſi- 
ble to obtaine the lairs Flermia to his wife: but when on 
the other üde bee called to minde his want ol knowledge 
and ignoꝛance in loues att aires, the great Pꝛinces which 
continnally volurd their denotions and ſeruices to ſuch 
wozthy Ladies: andlaſtly,the hozuble warres, and cructl 
enemies wherein Polonia was beſieged, ſuch a quaking 
feare pc ũeſſed cuerꝑ ſinnew, as if his ſoule would imme 
diatly haue leit the manſion ot his hody, and ficwne fe2th 
tuto the Eliſian fields. But while he was thus perplexed 
ta this Chaos ot confuſed verations, hes ſadaineiy appzes 
hended this deuice, wich was how he might get Doroſa 
cut ot pꝛiſon by ſome wile, nd with him and Corrillus the 
Aragonian Knight to take ti ſpavy paſſage into Polos 
nia: reſoming likewiſe with himlelle tha! Doroſa bring 
eit aped out ot pꝛiſon, is Fatyer would {pare to execute big. | 
diipleaſare and hard ſentenca vpen his ſiſter Albins. 

This determination fitting his humour, he arding 
began fo2 fo continue his talke further in this manner; 
Dir Cortrillus, the liking which J haue or peur perſon, to⸗ 
ge ther with the acfire J haue fo ſe ſtrange and foꝛrains 
Countries, and the great commendation and pꝛaiſe which 
rcu haus giuen of that ſaered and beautifull JP2zinceffe, 
hath taken ſuc} depe rote in my minde, as J will not one⸗ 
ly bear? poucompanꝑ mz ſelie, in theſe trauailes, bot will 
allo pꝛeture another mp eſperiall god and kinde friend, o 
doe the like, being a knight in valc ur ſecond to none un ⸗ 
der the circuit of theheauens: heping that wee ſhall per⸗ 
foʒme ſuch deedes of chiualtie, vpon theſe heathen Cani · 
bais, às theix carkaſles ſhall witneſſe the wozthinefſe of 
our deſerts. 

Corrillus hearing this, applet ing his hap ol ſuch god 
cempanie, embzaccd Feraro in his armes, offering alt 
thanks foꝛ his kindneſſe, pꝛoteſting himſeite his vowed 
friend and ſeruaut vatillogath, Thus hauing ended their 
gratulation, Feraro appointed ts call him the next mo- 

ning 
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ning af a place called Doꝛding, which was about ſeme 
thirtis miles from theuings Court, and with ſerteus p20 
miſes of future friendſhip, they g aus euch other his farc⸗ 
well ſoz that night, and departed. Corrillus being gene, 
Feraro halfedp2eſently to the dungeon where Doroia lay, 
and comining thither, with a kaigned excuſe he told the Res 
pec hee inuſt ſpeake with the pꝛilontr vpon ſome carne ſt 
bufineCe from the King ; tho ib per made no demall in 
this caſe, but permit fed him anietig to enter: ſuhete being 
within, he toand Doreſa fs tozloꝛne withariefe, and pi- 
ned am Withſozrow, as it ſeemed tipdfivieſs ſhoꝛt a 
time, cheuld haue bzed fo ſtrange an alteratien. Doroſa 
ſing Feraro, came fozward te nierte him, which the 
Pzance {@ing, with thetoaves fhanving in higey£9,25 one 
partakeref his griefe, fell auout his netite aud embaced | 
dun in his armes, in the moſt kinde oꝛder he tould deviſe, 
Lhis being done, the Peince declared vnto him what 
newes he heard of Cotrillus, retounting veto him baiefly 
from point to point all that he has ſaid: and how de deter- 
mined in his perſon to ges ſa the Pꝛinceſſe Flermia , and 
be a wile betpa him out of pꝛiſon to be his companion in 
this journey, perſwading him alſo that the Ring his Fa- 
ther wauld ceaſe from anp further vengeance toward Al- 
biga,he being once eſcaped.

to, ànd his yaunger bother Pleudippo : yet being cheared 
with hope of pꝛeſent deliuerie, and the glozy ofhis enſuing 
Bingdome, to the which he now knew himſele next heire, 
* _ herein to aſſiſt the Paince to the vttermoſt oi yis 
abililie. | 
Thus hauing reſolued vpon their deforminate pur ⸗ 
pale, Fe ato leſt Doroſa in pꝛiſon, and departed, and ſit- 
ted himſelle and Doroſa at hoꝛſes andarmonr in: tue eus⸗ 
ning he tommaunded one ot tis Gꝛo nes ofthe Stable to 
bꝛing them into the Md a little beſide the 2 
| C 2 ttzers 
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there to await his comming. All things being tkus in a 
readineſſe, about nine of ths clocke the P2zince went a- 
gaine to the paiſon , and comming by the Match, they 
knowing him to bethe Kings ſonne, permitted him quiet 
paſſage : but when hee came at the in wald gate end de⸗ 
maundtd the key of the Keeper, he made him abſolute any 
ſwere, that hee neither would oz durſt let any man enter 
at ſuch inconuenient honres. The Paince bearing this 
diſcsurteous anſwero , tearing his hope ſhould be fiu- 
ſtrate, pulled fozthhis dagger, and abbey him p2eſently 
to the heart: then taking the keys, went boldly into the 
dungeon, where againe embzacing.each other, they cams 
fozth arine in arme to the in ward gate, where the Porter 
lap dead, there taking each of them a Palbert, they deter⸗ 
mined fo bzeake thzough the Watch by tote: but at 
length Feraro remembꝛing a backe doe, they eſcapedout 
at the ſame withont making any novyſe 03 tamour, and ſo 
going to the place appotuted, they pzeſently armed them- 
ſelues, mounted their Tourfiers, and deparfed, making 
ſuch expedition, that beſoze-Pheebus had vailed the cur⸗ 
taine of the night, they were ſafely ariued at Do2ding,. 
where Corrillus lodged, wi;o being not. pet vp, Feraro 
betoke himſelfe to his reſt, thinking to ſteale a nap : but 
Doroſa being repleat with griefe, and penſius ta remem⸗ 
ber the danger imminent ouer ths Pzincefſs, wait to the 
King as followsth.

rie, pete pꝛaiſe to the pꝛotectez of Annotents, i thanks 
to my nobls ſtiend, the Pꝛinte Ferare, who hath honoura- 
bly requited'my foꝛ mor aid againſt the Pagan, and bound 
me ts be his in alt{riendly amity. Woztby King, my 
greateſt and onely requeſt is this, that pour excellent 
daughter the Pzincefle Albina, may act oꝛding to Juſtice, 
haue triall of her innocency , and thinke that all her accu⸗ 
ſation is nothing but a compacted knauery, oꝛ innenfed 
villanie, by that wicked and periured Mordeno; who (@- 
ing he could not entoy herloue , bath by his hatred ſought 
the end or her life, and thinking me to be fauouret by the 
Pa2inceſſe, hith ſecretly intended this balefull tragedie: 
that J toued her J denis not, yet neuer fu ther then her ho- 
nour and my honeſty did allow : loke bpon the clæreneſſe 
of her cauſe, and pꝛelerre not wzath befoꝛe Juſtice: aſt 
baſtneth woe, Tempus edax rerum, recerre all things to 
Time, and examine her cauſe by the touchſtone of truth:

Doreſa of Aragon, 


T Mis M effer being diſpafched, Doroſa cauſed the ſams 
with all ſpeed tobe connayed fo the King. But as (on 
as the night exchanged his {able mantle, and Aurora with 
ayes b2tght veſture graced the Dztent , Corillus who 
thonght it then to be true mens hours, rowzing himlelfe 
from his bed came fozth out of his Thamber:out of which 


be was no ſ@nercome , but Ferat o hauing ſhaken off his 
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dꝛowiie lumber areted him. They hauing giuen each 8* 
tzzer a kinde god- moꝛtew they walked fozth into the hall. 
wyhers iu a malecoatented mode they found Dorola in a 
Chaire, leaning his head vpon his hand, whore ſo ſone 
as they were entred Corillus looking ſtedfaſtiꝝ in his facs 
with moze then a cictous ſuruiew, ſhadswing his face 
with a ſnowy white, an Ocean ot bꝛinich teares ſtreamed 
along his chekes, which Feraro feng, vitered theſe oz 
the like ſpeeches. What how nos Cocillus ꝰ what ſodain 
griefe hath ſeiz d vpon your heart: that chus in a figure of 
diſcontent it couers it ſelle with teares? what chere man: 
effeminate paſſions, to laugh ano wap ali with one winde 
tulh man, let not the remembꝛante oi decaied bono2s pꝛo⸗ 
care ſuch vacouth alterations, naz the feare of an future 
koꝛtunes dꝛius the inte theſe diſpairing dum pes. Nap, 
wozthy Pzincs (replied Corillus ):it4s not the crabbed- 
neſſe of Foztune (which in time to coe map pꝛwue as 
Kinde as (he hath bene eruell, in that like Prorcus ſhe de; 
lighteth in nothing but change) that can this animate mat 
with ſadneſſe, - 62 the feare of her inſuing ſkratagems, con- 
n me with ſozrow:, in that J hold bor Deity in con- 
empt, by b;wking herthwarts with content, but Noble 
aſe quoth he, (and there againe with abzupt ſighes, 
making apanz2)it istheremembzance ol that loſt Patncs - 
of whom this knight here pꝛeſent putteth me in minde, 
in whom appeared the liuely ſparkes ot᷑ true curteſiy and 
magnanimitp: he which was the perfect ima, e of his ver- 
fucrs Father, anothe onlp hope of all Aragonia: 7 meane 
that yoang Doroſa, whoſe loſſe was the death of my Fas 
ther, thedecav.of meehis Sonne, and the diſſalntion of 
the whole kindzed: to remember this J ſap, p20duceth not 
one}» the teares ſrom minectes, but aiſo the warnieft and 

beſt bloud from nip heart. 

Doro ſa ſteing Corillus in this agonie of minde, being 
nat able any longer to conceale hunſelſe, with the teares 
ffanding in his eres, taking and inn bzacing him in bis 
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armes, her then bftered theſe kinde and louing ſpeces- 
God fciend Corrillus cheare vp thy ſelte, and ſurteaſe this 
extremitie of paſſions, clere vp thy faith/uil heart from 
theſe cloudes of i{2:patiencte, and burp thoſe implatable 
truelties of that deceaſed Donvallo in the loth of abliui⸗ 
on: thinkeno moꝛs oftheltkensſeof Doroſa, but of the 
love which Doroſz Willbeare toward the fo; thy fozepaſ⸗ 
fed aiFtfie + werpe net toſ# his perſon, bat reioyce to he⸗ 
hold his ſubſtance, neither grieue ta ſntinew his picture, 
but gather covrage to imbzace his perſen , foz here then 
Corrillus halt Doroſa, who Was comitted fo thy fathns 
cu ſtodie, made awey by crucity , but cenſerued by an om- 
nipotent power. WE es 5 
Cotrillus hearing him ſay theſe woꝛdes, and fully per⸗ 
fwading hiniſelle they were true, imbzacing him in his 
armes, he was ſo ſurpꝛiſed and rauiſit with ioy as los a 
long time he held him faſt lwking on him, not abls to vtter 
one wezd: but at length hauing reconered the liberty of 
his ſoft ſperches, with many kindegeftures and much pleas 
ſant talke, they both began to fo2get their ſoarcwes. Al⸗ 
ter ſundzy gratulations on both parties, they ſef foꝛward 
on their iourney: in which many relations ot their foʒ⸗ 
tunes, and hiſtoꝛies of their pꝛeter accidents paſſed be- 
fwensthem, cutting Times wings, and making the te⸗ 
diouſneſſe of their wap not at all to be diſcerned by reaſon 
of their pleaſant diſcourſes, giuing mech content vato Fe- 
raro with the variety of their range and vnerpected-

Ape, ot the ſlaughter of the Jayler, and 
4 of Feraroes departure:theſe tidings ins 

cenſt p King with ſuch a Pegerean uw 
rie, as he fully purpoſed to haus (ſpeedy 
— ect do Albin; yet pay 
ſing herein a while, fearingto doe p in haſt he ſhould re- 
pent at leaſure:he called fo2 the Nobles ot his Conntcel, de⸗ 
ſiring their wiſe and graus aduice in theſe diſaſter euents: 
they being all together, quot hemines torſententiz,cuery 
one lent his ſeuerall verdict, Merdeno only extepted: who 
now ſeeing he had miſt his marke of Doroſa, ſate as ons 
with a flea in his eare,ſpeaking neither god no; bad: while 
they were thus in the depth of their conſultation, arriued 
the Meſſenger that b2ought the letter from Doroſa, who 
being entred inte the Hall, falling downe vpon his knees, 
and kiſſing the letter, he delivered the ſame vnto the Ring: 
the King hauing bꝛoken bp the ſeale, gaue it to one of his 
Secretaries to reade ; when they all heard the cffect of 
Doroſaes Letter, they were all dziuen into a & abozinth 
of admiration, at the ſtrangeneſſe sf this hap, vntill an 
aunctent Knight ſpake as followeth. Mozthy Bing and

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Loꝛds, although this ſ@me miratulous vnto pour perſona, 
pet is not the ſame altogether Hiperbolit all, ſoꝛ ol certains 
tie, I haue both heard and knowne, that Fragoſa had the 
ſonnes Donvallo, Doroſa, and®leudippo, two af the 
which were made away ( atter the eldeſt obtained the Dia⸗ 
dem) which way none knoweth. Uery wellthen (quoth 
the County of Turraine) may this be one ef them, in that 
this Dorola was taken among the Turkos, as ſolde unt o 
them fo2 a ſlaus. And in very trath{quoth hee\ in my opi- 
nion, the verp maieſtis of his countenancehath continaily 
detiphered him to be of ſome high diſtent:then noting how 
he excuſed Albina, and actuſrd the Duke (who ſatenow 
as one in another wozld) they all concluded that the Pin · 
teile ſhould haue her triall by Combat, ſottingdowne ten 
dayes liberty fo2 the pꝛocuring of her Champion. lich 
Morde ao in perſon, 63 ſame other his quar ; 
roll, ſhould perfemne ag ainſt him. This newes was quick⸗ 
Ip carried vnte Albina, wohs truſting to the innotentie ol 
her cauſe; glad to he ars of Doroſaes eſcape, the honour of 
his birth, together with Feraroes kindneſſe in that extrea⸗ 
mitie, hoping that all things would ſoꝛt foz the beſt, ſetlcd 
her ſelte in tontent. Now Mordeno know in or ar —— 
ofhis cauſe, and agame, fearing that Doro 
turns to be defendantin tyis ction, durftnot 2 
the Combat on his owne perſon, but being gouerndur of a 


tertaine Nand not farre off, wherein was a huge Giant, 


foꝛ this Montler( being there nut ſed by ſame internal In⸗ 
cabus , los ſome damnabie intent) did the Duke ſend, to 
tand as Chalenger in this e ninent danger. This Giant 
tame with all ſpede, ſo that ere full fixe davis were ſpent, 
he wos at the appointed place, b:auing ail ſuch as durſt 
ſay, that Mordeno had repozten any thing but the truth 
againſt Doroſa and the P2inceſſe. 
ThisvdefozmedCattiffe, ſo daunted the courage of all 
the Hungarian Knights, as not one of then. durſt once 
giae afigne ſoꝛ her defence ; * one * 
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Duke ſheuld pꝛodute any ſuch incarnate Montter, to en- 
counter any man of meaner ſtaturs: thus did he reſt in ths 
field, no man dariyg ta withſtand hun, where wee will 
leaue him ravling at, and reuiling the Hungarian Knights 
foz their cowardize, and follokp Ferare, Doroſa, and Cor- 
rillus: Theſe wozthie Pzinces wers not paſſed beyond 
the vtter bounds of Hungaria, but Feraro was taken with 
ahote Feauer, which held him in ſuch ſozt , as they were 
there tezced to ſtap twelue dapes foz his recoueris: at 
length ta ling himſelfe well on the mending hand, with ea⸗ 
ſte iournies they paſſed on fe: Polonia , within the con⸗ 
fines whereof they were no ſ@ner entred, but thep fell into 
the lapſs of a bondof two hundzed and fifty Wartarian 
people, fierce, ſanags and cruell. Theſe wore there placed, 
to areſt all nights aduenturers that paſſed by, and alſo to 
kerpe the Straights, leaſt any ſhould enter to aide oz ſue⸗ 
cour the Polonians. The Tartariaus ſœing theſe knights, 
faminoned them to yald themſelues to ſerus the mightie 
Doroko of Tart axia, o elſe they were but dead. Doroſa 
hauing the perten Characters ofhigh valiancie ſtamped in 
his heart, nothing viſinayed at the multitude of their ene 
mies, no2daunted with their ouer- bzauing ſpaches, en⸗ 
countred with one or them ſo ravely as he heaued him quite 
euer his hoꝛie crouper, Feraro and Coirillus ſerued te 
other in like ſoꝛt: but then were they loꝛced to alight from 
their Palirares, the reſt ofthe Taxtaxians being on fote, 
who with their wholeroat incompaſſed them about, lap- 
ing on loade in ſuch furious manner, as they were therein 
extreams danger to end the date of their lines.

Pleudippo attentiuely regarding his diſcourſe, this name 
of Doroſa made him call to minde the ſeriaus vow which 
beſolemnely pꝛoteſted n the depth of his diſtreſſe, to tra⸗ 
nails the vttermoſt confines, and ſearch the moſt ſecret 
coznersof the whole ſuperficics of tho earthly Globe, ta 
ſinde aut his beloved bother. With this a (uddencon- 
ceit taking him in the head, leauing the company , and 
walking out into an Arbour, ta meditate vpon his new 
conceiued humours , he fell into theſe tearmes. Pleudip- 
po, what doeſt thou thus daily poꝛing on papers? ſeeking 
to contemplate the by Art, when the deſtinies themſelues 
dos aſſigne thee to Armes? Fond loole, is it not an old 
pꝛouerbe, the moze 2 moe blockilh ? ſelt = 
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not often, that the grea larkes are not the wiſeſt 
men, as fo2 the Pleudippo, leauc the ftudy of Philoſophie 
to ſubtul Sephiſters. that by their ingemors Sillogtlines 
ſake to pꝛoue the Crow White, e2 to ſuch ſuperſlitious 
Altielogers,as by their fained figures and Matgematicall 
caiculations, make tredulous fwles belave the Gwoncts 
made of greeneTtaſe : 02 to ſuth vpitatt Lawyers, as 
with their chop ⸗legiek and ſnioth tongues), can (though 
not cozoſiue) yet tell afaire tale with ſmall truth, and cha · 
dow that with a golden pꝛelext. which being vuconered, is 
farre wozſe then dirt oꝛ dꝛoſſe: tuſh Pleadippo; ſatis eſt 
quod ſufficit: leaue then thy ickſõme ſtudie, and ſeeke foz 
rcaowae by thy trauell:is it not better foʒ thee as a Cham⸗ 
pion, s vndertakr great Chalenges, then thus in a toꝛner 
to weare out thy time by wearing of thy wits 2 yes Pleu- 
dippo, and with this he ſet do wne his full refotution;to fit 
himſelſe of hozſe and at mour: and the third day following, 
vnknowne ta the Ring oꝛ any ot his Court, tas his iour⸗ 
ney to follow fozraine and ſtrange aduorturss. Now the 
dap oſhis Beporture opp2oaching, ns ſ@ner did Phoſpho- 
rus appzare aboue the Yoaizon in the ozient, ſoʒeſhe wing 
that Phœbus with his golden and bꝛight Taper was rea⸗ 
die to vaile the ſhadie curtaines of miſty night; but hauing 
all things in a readineſſe, mountes on aluſtie Courſier, he 
toke his Vale of the Baitkaine ſople. Thus poaſting to⸗ 
ward the Searoaſt, he immeniatly imbarkedhimlſelfe foʒ 
the land of Alnaine, where the winde deing favourable 
within ſhoꝛt time he ſafely arriuen. 

No ſoner was this Aragontan landed en the Almaine 
ſhsꝛe, but he againe betwke himſelf ofhis trauailes: thus 
toaſted he the Country, purpofingto paſſeboth high ard 
low Almaine, and ſo into Hungaria, Natfolea. Phaigia, - 
ers, Egypt, Ada minor and maior, with. all the T3

chance that hath thus deliuered me to deaty, and molt vn 
conftant Fo2tune that hath tzus committed mie into the 
bands of this vgly monſter, in whom is neither pittp no2 
pietie. Thou Dinell incarnate, when will thy tyzannts 
haue an end: Thon filthy carkaſe without a Conſtiente, 
wherein ſame infernall ſpircit in fad of a ſoule doth inha⸗ 
bite: Thou flz{Hly furte; begotten by ſome Incubus , and 
nurſed by ſome inchanting ſoꝛcereſſe, lo ſome damned in⸗

Pleudippo hearing this complaint, and perceiningthe 
ſamo to be befoze him, he touched his palfry with the ſpur, 
whsltkethe winged Pegaſus , cut his way with ſuch ex 
pedition, that in a ſhoꝛt tims he tame to the place whence 
the erx tame, where loking about, he ſaw a mighty, huge, 
and defozmed Gyant, who was euen then entring iato 
the Md, hauing a very beautifull Lady vnder his loath- 
ſons arme : he was huge or ftatnre, full nine tubits high. 
of body thicke and cozpalent, his hayze was long and 
ſhaggio, with his eares Dogge like hanging vpon his 
ſhoulders, and hauing in his hand an huge Mate of Jroii- 
Pleudippo ſeing this vncomelp e fꝛareful Monſter, called 
vnto him in this wiſe: Diſcourteous and cruell villaine, 
what maketh ther ſo to abuſe that excellent and beantifull 
Lady?

intent. The Gyant hearing Pleudippoes ſpthes, caue- 
ring his facd with a fre wne, ſhewing the crueltꝑ ar his dil⸗ 
poſition, with a harch vorce _ replied in this 3 
3 ou 
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Thon vainglozious and artificiall bꝛagart, is thy inſo⸗ 
lentis and pꝛide ſo great that thou dareſt to v2ge my pa 
tiente with thy arrogant pꝛeſumption? I tell thes mali⸗ 
pert boy , though to fight with thes will rather diſcredite 
mee, then adde anyhonour fs mæ by obtaining the con-. 
queſt of thee, (in regard Jam able to deale with map in 
combate moze abſolutely wozthy then thy ſelfe) yet thov, 
pꝛaud ſkip-Jack,that J may cozrect thee fo2thy ſaucis be- 
þaniourandvutamed headſtreng enterpziſe, and likewiſe 
gine warning ts others hereafter to bzivle their maliperts 
nelle come I ſay, and I will (oons gius thy fleſh to the 
Fowles of the Ayze, and will quench my furie and thirſt 
with a carrouſe of thy hearts blad. UWith this hie ſetting 
bowne the Lady fcom vnderhis arme, made toward bim 
with his Mate. Pleudippo nothing dauntes with this his 
thzeatning bꝛauado, leaped liuelp off his hoſe to encoun- 
ter with him en foote , and being ſomething doubtfull ef 
the great foztifude of this defozmed fiend, hee purpaſed ta 
keeps him out at his ſpeares point. Now began betwixt. 
them two a ſharpe and cruell bickering, the Gyant laying 
about him with his weighfy and maſſy Mate, and firiking 
ever at Pleudippoes launce: now Pleudippo on tho dther 

ſide waris ot his heauie blowes, euer kept his launce aloft 
euer readie vpon the leaſt aduantago ts gozothe Gpant, 
.and ſkipping lightly heere and there, the Gyants Mace 
filllighted on the ground, and Plcudippo befoze hecould 
recouer it lent him many dangerous and derpe wounds, ſo 
that tze earth was coloured with a vermilien dye, with 
the abcundance sf bland thatiClucd aut of the Gyauts bo⸗ 
de. in ſo much that he began ts ware faint with the lefle of 


the ſame. * 

But at length ſuch was his happe, that hee hitting the 
launce with his ponderous mate, the ſams ſhattered in pits 
ces: then was Pleudippo ſoꝛted to take him ts his ſwozy, 
and the Gpent ſtriking at Pleudippo, he thinking to ſatu 
zimſelle from the blow with his ſhield, the lame buckled 

ſo 
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ſs vnder his furious ltroke , that part of thefozce thereof 
light ed ſo vpon his helme, that it made hiin falldowne vp⸗ 
on his knees. The Gyant ſ&ing this, fetched about ano⸗ 
ther blow, purpoſing therewith to haue finiched the com⸗ 
bat, but Pleudippo reconvting himſeife, chunned his blow, 
and let it fall vpon the earth, and being incenſed with rage 
fo beheld the diuellich farie ol the Gpant, leaped toward 
him, and ſtroke him vpon the arms in ſuch ſoꝛt as his hea⸗ 
nie mats fell out of his hand, the Grant ſeeing himfelfe 
now withoat a weapon, and his enemie readie with his 
pierting ſwozd to goꝛe him to the heart, being conuiq with 
fatntnes with the expence ol his bloud, and with extreame 


fears ok his pꝛeſent death, hi fell downe on his knees and 


peelded himſelfe, humbly intreating leudippo to ſaue his 
life. PJeudippo being glad of this obtained victozie,grans - 
ted his requeſt, but with condition that euer aſter that he 
ſheuld fruely and diligently ſerne and obey him as his 
flans:the Gyant loath totoſe his liſe, ratiſted the ſame with 
an oath ſwearing by al his Gods frasly and obedientiꝑ to 
fulfill his command: which ye faithfully did, as you ſhalt 
heare hereafter. | 

This done, Pleudippo applied certaine ſalues to his 
wounds, which hee carried about him fo his owne vie, 
that were io p2ecious , as within two daies the Gyants 
wounds were perfectly whole. Now the Lady ſeeing the 
Gyant Coſmodrill ſubdued, being pat fears of his far- 
ther villanie , came and fell downe at Pleudippoes feete, 
vttering theſe ſpeeches. Wozthy Knight,and the wezles 
wonder, \cle mixt out ot our time, and the moſt magnari⸗ 
mions vnder ths architecture of the heanens, whoſe ba- 
lour hath valiantly ſubiected the mightie , whoſe hanghtie 
courage hath quatled the puds of the puilſant, and whoſs

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(qusth hee) in ſtead of theſe vndelerued p2aiſes,yeld pꝛay⸗ 
ers unto the. Almighty foz you: happy deliuerance, and 
haue not any fucther feare of the treacherie of this terri⸗ 
ble Caitiffs , ſoz be that with crualty hath bzougbt you 
captive, ſhall with as much kindneCerecarrie you to your 
friends. The Lady fearing that Plaudippo bpon Cof- 
modrils pzomite of obedience, would have committed her 
carriage onely vnto him. UahantKnight(quoth ſhe)ifthe 
deluge of teares diſtilling from the eyes of an vaſpotted 
virgin, may moue vou topitty, oꝛ the penetrating pꝛax ers 
of a poꝛe diſtreſſed Lady pꝛocute pou to can paſſion, com- 
mit not the ſurety of my life into Hts hands, whom none 
can eſcape with ſafety, whole greateſt tzuth as but fonle 
tieaſon, whoſe faith ull pzonuſes faithte ſſe pꝛaaſes, and 
Whole trueſt deedes are but dæps deceits. But let mee in- 
treat pou to vndertake the paines to conduct me to my Fo- - 
thers houſe , the Duke of 15zunſwicke ,- which is Fears 
within th2ee leagues, and from whence this mi'chienous 
monſter hath this day by foꝛce taken me, ſ02 J being wol- 
king in a Garden nigh adioyning to my Fathers Palace, 
with two other Ladies, he comming ſuddenly in, caught 
me vp vnder his arme, as heere yin ſaw him, and bacught 
me to this place, pꝛeter ding in this Nod to baue abuſid 
me at his pleaſure, as he hath done inany other Ladi: g ar d 
Damoſels. Sundzy Knights were there by which heard 
my try when I vis taken of the Giant, but none to har⸗ 
die as to reũiſt his diuelliſh determinaticn : fo2 fo many 
are the Ladies hee bath de flo wen, and deſtroyed, the. 
Lights that he hath flanghtored, and the great maſſacres 
be hath committed, that not onely the whole Dnkedome 
are in *eare of his tyzanzie , but generally all this part of 
the Empire. | 
Nay adams (quoth Pleudippo) it was neuer my in · 
tent to commit peu to his tuſtodie, further then mine ties 
were witneCes of his god bhehauiaur toward your perſon, 
And * this, Pleudippo mounting vpon his Palftie, 
commans 
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commannded Cormodrill tofet Audrilla (foꝛ ſs was this 
Lady called)" behinde him, and heehimſelſs fo fallow en 
fofe, Whnspalſed they along, vntill they came vnto the 
Dukes Pallace,where Pleudippo andCoſmodrill, were 
noſonereſpyed, butallthe gates wert immediati made 
fat, enery one running into their honles, foꝛ feare leaſt 
Ceſmodrill hond haue wzought their deliruction, whoſs 
ftrongth they apuilſant Armie was not able to 
withfany. Pleudippo being tame to the gates, and find- 
ing them faſt barrey,hecommanded Coſmodrill to knock, 
who with bis louis uk, gaus ſuch Erokes bpon the gate, 
as they ſounded thꝛough all the Pallace, but nons within 
would gine anyaniwere, which Pleudippo ſe&ing and be- 
ing infozmedby A udrilla, that they within were terrifies 
with the ſight of that terrible Coſmodrill,hecommanndey 
him firft to take the L ady from her hozſe, and then tode- 
part and willt his comming the next vay!, at a place which 
he appointed. The Gyant immediatiy pzomiſed to per- 
lozme his commaund, ſhewing himſelle very loning and 
obedtent; the ons in that he ſo courteouſly ſauedhis life, 
the other in not daring ko affend. Bo ſone as Coſmo- 
drill was gone, Pleudippo and Audrilla went further 
from the gates, that they within out at the windowes 
might velcrie who they were. When they in the Cattle 
ſawe the Dukes daughter in the cuſtodis of a ſtrange 
Knight, and the Grant departed, they knew not what to 
thinke, whether they r feareany further treacheris 03 
no: all of them holding it impoſſible, that Coſmodrill 
tould by foxce of any be 1 ſubiection. Audrilla 
ſ@ingthom thus flow fo gius her entertainment, called to

Mordeno loking vpon his face, mut tered out theſe aches 
ts one ol his next familiars. Dare friend, what hope now 
re maineth af the victozy,fincemy atturſed enemie is come 
in perſon ta vndettaks the Combat: this I ſay is that ac 
curſed Doroſa, whoſe honour J thinke all the Diuels in 
hell haus conſpired to make famous.

away with thy vaunting bꝛauerie ? I toll the inſolent, de⸗ 
fazm 


ed,vatne-glozions,andHameleCevillaine, Jam none 
ofthem that are dached with thy diuellich ſpeches,o2 frayed 
with fears of thy foule miſhapen lintaments. But fellow 
to that Doroſa (who is by tho Duke falſiꝑ accuſed, and his 
quarr ell by the contrar to right,traiteronflp maintained) 
though not his equall, pet aftene of thoſame ſtocke, his 
bother by birth, and onothough not ſo ſtrong, yet onery 
way as reſolute.

With this the Her⸗ 
rauld hauing ſounded his Trumpet, cammaunded the 
Champions to das their denoire.. Lhe Giant was armed 
all in baaſſe, and caſting away his ſpeare, betwke himſelfa 
to a huge Pollax, the tron wozke thereof waped nare fifty 
pound; he was of ſtature not fully equall with the Onant 
Coſmedrill, Pleudippo hauing his Launce in bis hand, 
and his god ſwozd faſt girt to his harneCe, with his ſhield 
vpon his arme, entred the Combat: at the frſt encounter, 
the Gyant ſcozning to make leng warre, ſtnuck with ſuch:

| Now to continue theix no means isyes, Pleudippo ta- 
king foꝛth the King Androgio his Letter, and Albinaes 
Ring and Handkerchiefs, deliuered the ſamo to Doroſa, 
and therewithall not ſo2getting ths kings, Quanes, and 
Albinaes commendations to Feraro, heafterward decla- 
red all the accidents of Hungaria, the manner ofthe Come 
bat, ths extreame haz ard ol the Pꝛinceſte, his conqueſt of 
the Spant, Mordenos execution, ans contefſion,the exce- 
ding ioy ol the ing and Qucene, with the generall plau⸗ 
dities ot all the Nobles : and laſtip, how the Ring ol his 
free bountyhad created him Duke of Pozenna,leaning ns 
point of all thoſs matters vnrehearſed. Now beloved, in 
what manner theſe Pzinces had their ſcules ſurpꝛiſed 
with ſweet content, it isimpoſſible fo2 the moſt eloquent 
tongue to vtter mich moꝛe foz my rude, and moze then 
halle wo axied penne, in any reaſonable oꝛder to expꝛeſſe: 


but theſe vnaccuſtomed iopes being thus in the full, they 
all hauing dꝛeſſed their wounds, paſſed fozwnrd on their 


iournep, which with large diſtourſes of their foz mier foꝛ⸗ 
tunes, thoy ſo delight lullx w afked, that within ſhozt tune 
they were quiet ly come to the Towne of Belcar, OY 
was within foure leagues of the Citie of Catfay , where 
both the Kings Court and Campe lay: Whither theſe 
warlike P2inces and Gyant being come, bnderffanding

ing within the Towne ! yes (quath the Watch-men) ſo 
be it yok will take ycur oathes to aydand aſſiſt the graund 
Muſcouian, andthe mighty Doroko of Tartaria, in their. 
warres againſt the Polonian King, WMarres ( queth 
Pleudippo) tulh, there is nothing can pleaſe vs better: 
and with this, ſpurring bis Palfray, he ipzung in at the 
gate, and with bis Launce thauſt him that ade this an- 
ſwere in ſuch ſo2t th2ough the body, that t fell dead to 
the earth ; and Doroſa entring after him, ſerued another

How by this tine was Ferato, Corrillus, and Coſmodrill 
come within the Towns. And the Muſcouians bearing 
this ſodaine Alatum, with all their frovpep:efſedtowaid. 
the gate. Coſmedrill (ging them not aboue two hundꝛed, 
and there-withalibcfoze him in the ſtrerte; alighted from 
his weattedhozſe, and taking his iran Mate in his hand, 
Moꝛthie Paintes (quoth hee) ſtand backe awhile, and 
bꝛeath, and ſe hom paze Coſmodrill can weald dis wea⸗ 
pon among the rankes of his enemics. With this ftsp- 
ping fozward. he enterfained the Muſcautans in ſich ſozt, 
ar bee ſon.ctune beat downe two, tiometine thza, and 
lomnetime five 82 ſixe at a ſiroke, and alwapes ſo many 
as came within his reach. The Princes beholding this 
creat fozce ot the Gyant, they all adinired at his puiſſante, 
and Plcucippo pꝛoteſted, if Foztune had not fauoured 
him in his attempt, hee might well haus con bates with 
him, but neuer cor queted him. Sone were the Muſco⸗ 
mans moꝛe then halic ſlaue, and the other diſpairing of 
vic ozie, turned their hackes and fled: which Doroſa ſer⸗

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was got beloꝛe them ts the other gate, wherekeping the 
ſams, he entsuntred them lo rudely:and Pleudippo, era o 
and Corrillus, follolsed aſter tem ſo eagerly, that within 
lzTe then a quarter of an houre, there was none left that 


could tomplaine of his payment. 
Cyus hauing diſpatched their enemies, they ſearch: d a⸗ 
beut in the houles, to fe il any moꝛe of them were lurk ing 
in thꝛic dennes. Thus learching about, at lengih they found 
one which had a hurt in his legge, by rea'sn whereof hee 
cold not come into this ſkirmiſh with the other. Tyis 
Fellow ſering them enter, falling vpon his knees, ha:nbly 
entreated them to ſaus his lite. Fellow . quoth Feraro) de- 
clare vnto vs at large all the events that hath alreadie hap⸗ 
pened in theſe warres, and in what ſtate both the Poloni⸗ 
ans and enemies now remaine, with what fozces they - 
haue on either ide, and thou ſhalt not only ſaue thy lite, but 
if then pꝛoue faithful, ſhalt no way reape any further dams 
mage. Wozthy conquerours ( quothhe) in theſe wartes 
already paſ,thecehaue bene fought two maine battailes, 
beſide many other ſkirmiſhes: in both which the Polont- 
ans haue hap the foile, and with great loſe haus bxne fo2- 
cexto refire within their walles: the ſkrength ol the migh⸗ 
to Doroks is (pli fifty thouſand, among which art ſeven 
in off fferre and cruell Gyants: and thegrauns Dukes Ar- 
mie is full ſoureſcoꝛe thouſand ſtrong: the Polonians, as 
it is ſuppoſed, ars not aboue fozty thouſand, and they very 
ſoze Wraried, and many of them already hurt: but now 
this other day is the parquefſe of Nino, with tweatie 
- thouſand Aragonians axiued to their apde, and this is their 
whole ſtrength. Now vpon Thurſdap next, they haue ap- 
pointed the third field, in which it the o olenians loſe the

Non ſa- 
pit qui non fibi ſapit, thought it beſt foz him ta aid his own 
Country men and Subiects. And with this they all ruched 
vpon their enemies, ke ping themſelues cloſe. to ſuccour 
tach other, in all enſuing vangers, suerthꝛowing and bea- 
ting downe hozſe and men to the ground, whoſoener 
tams ia their way, ſending whole Miriads of thoſe barba⸗ 
rous Tartarians, to accompany Pluto in his infernall 
Region, and eternizing their names thzongh the haugh⸗ 
tineſle of their valours: now begunne the battaile to ba 
ficrce and truell, every one ſtriuing to excell the other by 
their telotuts endeanonts ; on the ofher fide the Tarta⸗ 
nan

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rian Hyants being placed in the fozefront of the battaile, 
wrought great dammage to the Aragontans, daunting 
their tourages in ſuch ſoꝛt with their mighty rokes, that 
they wers nothing feꝛ ward to encounter theic aCazlants, 
which Pleudippa ſæ ing, willing Coſmodrill to attend vg⸗ 
on him, they twoleautng Doroſa, Feraro and Cort i] lus, 
kettzing their tireninlerence, entered among the Aragoni⸗ 
ans: and Pleudjppoſcetng one of the Tartarian Gyants 
which made great flaughter, he ſet his ſpeare ta his reſt, 
and with an high voite crying, ont Aaragonia, Aragonia, 
he encauntred this Gyant with ſuch puiſlance, that at tha 
firſt ſtroke he ſell dead to the earth. Coſmodrill following 
his Loꝛd at a pinch, laide on ſuch heauis loade, that the 
Tactarians were glad. on all ſides to fres his paſſage : 
this ſtirred vp ſuch courage among the Aragonians, that 
they pꝛelled on ſo faſt vpon their enemies, that they not 
able to ſuſt ain their ſtrokes, were foꝛced to gine ground. 
And Doroſa kept ſuch hauscke among them on the other⸗ 
ſide, making ſuch a lane among their routes, that Pleu- 

dippo and hee Were almoſt met together in the middes of 
the field: where being encountred with one o the Gp- 

ants, which guarded the mighty Dorokoes perſon, af the 

third ſtroke hee fealed him ſuch a paſpozt , that his ſouls 
might quietly haue his paſſage to the Diuell without any 
contradiction ; and going fozward, toyned with Doruko 
bimlſeife, whom hee had there flaine , had he notbenep2o- 
ſeatly aydedby two other Grants, and great rankes of 
other Knights and ©onldiours, which pzefſed vpon him 
with great violence. Feraro bery valiantly ſet vpon ons 
of theſe Gyauts, whom after a long and cruell bickering 
he in the end flew. By this tima was the Gyant Coſ- 

modrill got though his enemies, vuts the place where

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and Corrillus , this day ſo pzoued their valours vpon the 
carkafſes of their enemies, that all the earth was mant- 
led with a ſcarlet dye, andonecould ſcarce moue his fate, 
but he was readie to treade vponthe flanghfered body of 
oueo2 other. Thus remained the battaile with ſuch ctu- 
eltie all this dꝛarie day , that ot the Tartarians were 
ſlaine, foure Gyants , and full thirtiethouſand Knights 
and Doulviours : and of the Aragontans were line one⸗ 
ly the thouſand. Now the Sunne declining ſaſt foward

E time of his ſo great neceſſifis (com- 

| Y/ manded ſundzy of his moſt wozthis 
mnights; diligently foſearch them out whereſoener they 
were lodged, andcoutteonfly in his name to intreat them 
to come td the Court. Theſe Knights when they had a 
while enquited, at length finding them out, altet kinde ſa⸗ 
lutiug them, accoꝛding to their charge earneffly requeſted 
them to goe with them to the Court. The Pzinces by 
reaſon of their weartneſfe and wounds which were not 
pet dꝛeſſed, deſited the moſſengers in their behalfehumbly 
to craue his Graces pardon fo2 that night, faithfully pꝛo⸗ 
miling the next dax to attend vpon his perſon, as his mott 
dutifull ſeruants, and as ſuch as had vowed their liues in 
the defence ol his eſtate and perſon; 

Che knights being returned to the King , declared at 
large the whole effec of their charge: and quoth one ol 
them, theſe are almoſt equalt ofan age, the eldeſt of them 
being not abous foure — A ok age, being alſo 
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as beautifull and well accompliſht Scatlemen as ener 1 
boheid. And ſurely guoth another of ttzem, there is two of 
them lo like as they muff nerds be hethꝛen, and in my opi-

The ing hauing intelligence er their comming, aroſe 
fozthwith from his rox all ſeat, and came fo mexte them in 
the Ball, whers hauing entertayned them with Tourtly 
imbiatings, the Marqueſſe of Kino loking upon Doreſa 
and Plendippo, he ſuppoſed he ſaw the linely image of ths 
deesaſed Fragoſa: as he was in this dilemma, ht cas his 
eyes bpon Corrillus, whom he perfealy knew: tyencons- = 
ming to him, with friendly amitis,heimbzacing him in his 
armes, greatly rejoycing at their ſo happie mating, began 
thus.

This Padzigall being ended, Lucibella ( jufending 
though ſher conld not ſafiſfie her ſelfe with pzeſent hope of 
the fruition of Pleudippoes perſon, yet to glut her eyes 
with gazing vpon the excellencie of his ſupernaturall per- 
kections) came fo2th ol her Chamber to conſume the reſt of 
the euening in conference with theſs renowmed Pꝛintes, 


andinſome ſweete parly with Flermia and the reſt of her 
Ladies. 
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How pleudippo being in an extaſie of loue , hee and his 
ſeruant Coſmodrill went priuatly into the Taftarians 
Camp, and there flew many; and how by his meanes 
the Muſcouians and Tartarians fell cogether by the 
eares, and flaughtered one another: afterward hee re- 
turned to the Court wounded,alſo hoe Lucibella and

ffrefCs: at length he fully determined to act ſomething woꝛ⸗ 
thie of her lau ur and fathers conſent, o2el's to cut the vi⸗ 
tall thꝛced of his life. In this determination calling Coſ- 
modrill his Bage,arming themſelues, thep two ſecretly in 
the ſilent of the night paſſed along the ſtrætes vntill they 


tame to a gate which Pleudippo had eſpied befoze: and 
I opening 
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opening the lame, they went quietly along, vntill they 

eame to the Puſcouians Campe, where they feund the 
Matches aſiepe vpon the earth. Thus with a quiet pace 
paſſed they along, tnlill thcy tame at the grand Dukes 
Tent, the entrance whereofthey found garded with tenne 
men and a Grant, the pant faft a ape, and all the other 
waking, they comming vpon them in ſuch furious maner, 
that at two blowes the cruell Coſmodrill taught fire of 
them uch a blondie Letanie, that they neuer after ned 
any weapons foz the defence of their linen. The Gpant 
hearing this fir, as he was touzing himſelfe , Pleudippo 
ſtrucke him in luch ſoat, that he parted both his helme and 
bcad by an tquall deuiſion. And while Coſmogri!l gatded 
the entrance, hee going fozth ints the Tent, leund the 
graund Duke with the ofhischiefe Pieres, being amazed 
at this ſedaine noiſe, ariſing out of their beds, then did 
Pleudippo oz enerthey copldrecauerthcic weapons, (end 
to Charon ts pꝛouide paſſag e ſoʒ the whole multitude. By 
this time was there ſuch a ſhonting of the nighet Soulvi- 
curs, that all the Armie befoke themſelues to their wea⸗ 
pens. And being amazed at this ſodaine Alarum, they all 
zeſſed foward the Dukes Tent vpon Pleudippo and 
Coſmodrill, who with ſuch valeur defended themſelues, 
that they which came within their reach, had neuer after 
any neede of the Chirurgion: and the out-renkes not 
knowing the cauſe of theſe ouf-cries, pzctſed on ſo fat, 
thꝛonging one another inſuch ſoꝛt in the darke, that they 
all confaſedly on heapes fell to warres ameug themſelues, 
ſo that within leſſe then an houre by the valiancie of Pleu- 
dippoand Coſmedrill, and by their owne mangling aud 
killing one another, there was full twenty thouſand of 
them flaine.

Now the 
Match nen vpon the walles, hearing theſe tumultuous 
iarres and great hucly burly in the Puſconian Camp, they 
ranns in all hall to the Palace; where fozthwith they 
made knowne ts the King, Pꝛinces, aud Nobles , what 
crnell diſcozd thoy ſuppoſed among their enemies: v3on 
this euery man acifing from their beds, they allpzepared 
themſelues fo Armes: now being aſſembled together,

Ar mie, foꝛ my niinde gineth me (quoth he) that Pleudippo 
and his Page haus thus diſquiefed the enemies Campe, 
and how can they but be in moſt great danger? with 
this poſting on his way, hee had not rode full a quarter of 
a mile, but he eſpied Pleudippo and Coſmodrill refiring 
foward the Citie, ſo wearie with their warliks endea⸗ 
urs, aus faint with their exceeding erpence of bloud, 
that they could ſcarce and vpon theiclegges. Doroſa ſes 
ing tzis fearing their im mediate enſuing death, he aligh⸗ 
ted ol his hozſe, and got * vpon his backe, 58 
8 him⸗ 
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himſeife going by on lots: and although he ſaws Pleudippo 
in this bodily hazard, yet angry that he was not partaker - 
in this action, Bzother-(quothhe) theught you your ſelfe- - 
ſo ſtrong, that you nerded not eur ayde? 02 were you ſo en 
uisus, that you ſtoꝛned any ſheutd be reputed ſo valiant 
as pour ſelle, that you wonld veale thus vnkindly ,'not fo 
accept of car company. Pleudippo being ſo faint, that het 
could ſcarce ſpeake ; requeſted his b2zother fo hold humſelfe 
content, in that his honour was alreadie ſufficient , both 
by his obtayned conqueſt againſt the Turke,andhis great 
balour ſhewed the day afoze againf the Tartatians: 
and hauing now (quoth hc) cbtayned the Diademe, and 
further fully expect the ſpæ die fruition of pourloue, what 
nede you thus ſtrictly ftand vpen any ſuch petit 2 By 
this time they being come into the Citie, the King ercee- 
ding ſoꝛtie to ſe them thus fearefully maxtired, ſending 
fo bis owne Chirurgians, commaunded them with all 
diligence fo ſhew their greateſt (kill vpon his Nephew- 
and the Gyant., Doroſa this while thinking to finde the 
enem ies ont of o2der, iſſued fo2th with all the Aragenians 
fo ſet vpon them af vnawares : but being come to the 
Camp,they found nothing but their naked Tents, tht field: 
flowing with an Ocean of blond, and many ther and of 
dead catkaſſes floating in the ſame. Doroſa and the reſt 
being conuinced with heauineſſe at this gaſtip ſight, they 
all returned backe vnto the Citie, where hauing certiſtes 
the King of this ſo great conluſton, the u ing. Doroſa, Fe- 
raro, and the Parqueſſe of Nino, went all together 
into Pleudippoes Chamber, where they found the Cyi⸗ 
rurgion ſearching his wounds, which although they 
found very dangerous, yet not moꝛtall; which the King 
hearing, cauſed great Triumphes to be made, and other 
ſignes of top foz this ſo foꝛtunate an end ot theſe ſo dꝛead⸗ 
full warres. 
Then comming fo Pleudippo: Diere Coſin (quoth- 
hee) wherewith ſhall wee bee able to requite yau deſert : 
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our whole Domintons could not be ſufficient guerdon fo2 
the lame. God Uacte(quoth P leudippo) the very kindneſle 
ol pour ſpeches is ſo great a reward foz my ſimpledeſert, 
that let this ſuffice, that vntill the lateſt houre of iny life, I 
will be alwaies ready to aduenture my ſelfe in a far moze- - 
dangerous conflict, either in the defence of your Maieſty oz 
Ringdome. Theſs ſpaches being ended, they all departed 

his Chamber, leauing Pleudipps to his Chirurgionscare. 
Now the Sun being riſen, the Queene, Lucibella and 
Fletmia, comming out ot their Chambers, and hearing of 
their foes vanquiſhmentby the valoz ol Pleudippo and his 
Page, they reiopced greatly at this long deũted euent, but 
hearing on the ather de, in what danger of death he remai- 
ned —— the remembꝛance of the one hindered the ioy of the o⸗ 
Thus betwene weale and woe they went all ther 
— with to Pleudippoes lodging to viſit him. No ſoner

although J hepe not mozfall, vet J hold them verp dange⸗ 
rous, and ſo mut) the moꝛe, in that J find a languiſhing in 
the party: and herein (quoth he) if J take not my marł o as 
miſſe, it vou doe not as well play the Pbyſifion fo his in⸗ 
Ward diſcaſe,as I the Chirurgion to his out watd wounds 
he will hardly eſcape with lafety. 

The Nuwne and Plermia ſeing Pleudippo loath foan- 
ſwere to any of their demands, by reaſon of the anguiſhef,- -_ _ _ 
his new dꝛeſt wounds. went to the window to the C irur .
